States Patent and Trademark Office on April 1 0, 2003, please enter the following election relative to 
the above-identified patent application: 

Claims 1-15 and 17-40 are pending in the application. The Examiner has requested 
Applicants to elect a specific bleaching agent and a specific carrier. Accordingly, Applicants elect 
carbamide peroxide as the bleaching agent without traverse. Applicants also elect a carrier that 
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includes at least one polyol and at least one tackifying agent without traverse. As the polyol in the 
elected carrier. Applicants elect glycerin without traverse. As the tackifying agent in the elected 
carrier, Applicants elect carboxypolymethylene without traverse. 

Claims 1-15 and 17-40 are either generic to, or specifically read on, the elected species. 
Thus, claims 1-15 and 17-40 are presented to the Examiner for consideration on the merits.
